statistics, taken from the Globe: 

“Tn Toronto last year there were 4858 dol- 
lar tickets sold. In Kingston, only 1683.— 
‘The proceeds of 680 of these went into the 
funds of the Local Agricultural Society, Tbe 
wholo number of York shilling tickets sold 
was 9,200, while in Toronto it was 84,000. 
‘Tho receipts at the gates in Toronto amounted

REGISTRATION AND ORGANIZATION. 


On the first of October in each year, the 
Municipal Clorks of Upper Canada are re- 
uired to have a list prepared of the qualified 
Electors of the municipality for the ensuing 
year. ‘This isan important matter. If the 
fist be incorrectly made out, it may disfran- 
chise men who havo a right to voto, or give 
votes to men who have no right to them, In 
cach municipality, after the list is made out, 
some competent person who feels an interest 
in the success of the Liboral party, ought to 
make it bis business to cxamine it for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether, through accident 
or otherwise, any mistakes have been made, 
Tn England and in those States whore enregls: 
tration is the law, this point receives from po 
litical parties that attention which ity impor 
tance demands, ‘This watchfulness, more: 
over, should commonce at even an earlier date, 
It should deal with the assessfont roll before 
it has passed the court of revision. Doctor: 
ing tho assessment roll is perhaps tho most 
dangerous mode of cheating the registry law. 
An equitable assessment is absolutely neces- 
sary for a fair registration.

most fertile and profitable. Clover and 
Gypsum, or Plaster of Paris, ‘were first 
brought into the United States about 1770, 
from Germany, where the benefits resalting 
from tho application of tho latter in the 
growth of the former had been discovered 
by accident, And often thus aro facts of 
importance discovered—principles, the prac 
ticablo application of which exerts an im- 
fgabiat influence on the prosperity of 
a country, aud of the whole civilized world. 

That the use of plaster in promoting the 
growth of clover, and the introduction of 
the latter into the gourse of rotation with 
grain crops; bas added much to the pro- 
ductiveness and value of our farms po one 
will be disposed to doubt or deny. Nor 
will they refuserto give credit to the public 
spirit. of sugh intelligent and influential men 
as Judge Peters, Chancellor Livingston, and 
others, who wero instrumental, both by 
precept aod example, in its early introduc- 
tion into Pennsylvania and New York. 

To restoring worn out soils’ to fertility, 
clover and gypsum fillan important part in 
the management and economy of the intei: 
ligent farmer. Clover isa profitable pas- 
ture and kay crop, and: with the aid of}, 
plaster, easily grown on most soils, while its 
growth acts as an improver of the soi!, equal 
in effect, in many instances, to a dressing of 
stable manure. Like other leguininous 
plants, it seems to make Lut slight demand 
upon the constituents of fertility in the sur- 
face soil—drawing large: upon the atmos+ 


phere and upon the depth of the:soil for its) 


support. Its rooots are large and numer- 
ous, and its stalks extensive, with abundant | 
foliage supplying a large bulk of vegetable 
matter, both for forage and for ameliorat- 
ing the condition of the land, A luxuriant 
growth of clover is an excellent preparation 
for avy and every crop. The soil is deeply 
and ficely loosened by its roots, which bring 
to ther support and to the surface the valu- 
able salts in the subsoil, not otherwise 
brought into service, This leng*h and vi- 
gor of root, shows us why clover delights 
in deep strong soils, and why, when the 
subsoil,plough has opened its easy way, 
such abundant crops are sure to follow. 

Though plaste ris of the highest value to 
the farmer, its effect ia the production of 
clover cannot bo relied upon, if supplied a- 
lone for a series of years. ‘Thus alternate 
crops of clover and wheat, finally so ex- 
haust the soil, that clover will not grow, 
and hence can no more be relied upon to 
furnish new supplics of fertility for the grain 
crop; but judiciously supplied, with ocen- 
sional dressing of barn-yard manure, and a 
rotation, includesa greater diversity of crops, 
its yaluo will continue to be seen, on all 
soils not already well supplied with miner- 
al constituents. OF theso and of its practi- 
cal uses, we shiall speak hereafter,

These live pests are a great oye sore to 
all farmers and grain dealers, and a little 
vare aud trouble will keep them away, and 
at the sume time the remedy will be x ben- 
efit to most kinds of course grain. For the 
benefit, of those who would like to keep 
grain nil summer, or a yoar, E will ina brief 
manner, give the course to pursue, that the 
loss by theee little thieves may. be compa 
ratively enall. 
After the grain is in the bin, and made 
level and smooth, puton the top about four 
quarts of fresli slacked lime; let this be 
spread evenly over the grain This will 
keep oot rats and mics in a bin that con 
tains one hundred bushels, ‘This lime must 
be slacked so thavit looks like flour, fresh 
from the millers bolt, If the lime is left 
upon the surface of tle prain, the rate and 
nice will not skip and play there a great 
deal, before they will have to sneeze soine + 
and further than this, there is always 
enough grease or oily substance remaining 
pon the feet of the rats and mice to muke 
the lime adhere to them, After they have 
beon once into it they will not return again 
tle second time. You may likewise throw 
this lime about their haunts with nivel: 
benefit; but if insects are to bo kept out, 
you must mix the lime with tho griins as 
you put it in the bin, and shovel it through 
until it is thoroughly mixed ; then place on 
tho top four quarts of the slacked lime. 
Four quarts of unslacked lime is sufficient 
for ong hundred bushels of grain, and it Will 
do no hurtin many kinds of grain if it is 
ever taken out, for it is an alkali which is 
good for bots in horses, It will neutralize 
the acid in hog swill, and prevent their vo 
miting ; and, in fact, this emall quantity of 
lime would be a bencft to most kinds of 
stock, if it should be ground with the grain

The winter was unusually cold and 
stormy. Arrangements were completed 
during the winter for carrying out our in- 
teaded plan of search. 1 felt itto be my 
duty personally to visit Marshal Island, and 
in 80 doing proposed to complete the cir- 
cuit of King William's Island. 

To Lieutenant Hobson I allotted the 
search of the western shore of Boothia to 
the magnetic pole, and from Gatoshedtl Is 
Jand westward to Wynalatts farthest,— 
Captain Allen Young, our sailing: master, 
was to trace the shcre of Prince of Wales’ 
Land, from Lieutenant Browne's furthest, 
and also to examine the coast from Bellot 
Strait northward, to Sir James Koss’ fur- 
thest, 

Early spring journeys were commenced 
on the 17th of February, 1859, by Captain 
Young and myself, Captain Young carrying 
his depot across to Prince of Wales’ Lund, 
while [ went southward towards the mag 
netic pole, in the hope of commucicating 
with the Esquimaux, and obtaining such

folded up was found in the cairn, and two 
broken bottles, which may perhaps have 
contained records, Iny besidu it, among some 
stones which bad fallen from off the top.—| 
Tho mont interesting of the articles disco-| 
vored liere, including a boat's ensign, were 
brought away by Mr. Hobson. About two 
miles further to the south-west a small cairn! 
was found, but neither records nor relics 
obtained, About throe miles north of Point 
Victory second small cairn was examined, 
but only a broken pick-axe snd an empty 
canister was found. 
Op the 6th of May, Licut, Hobson pitch- 
od his tout beside « large cairn upon Point 
Victory. Lying among somo loose stones 
which bad fallen from the top of this onirn, 
was found @ small tin case containing a re. 
cord, the subject of which is briefly ns fol- 
lows :—* This cairn was built by the Frank- 
lin expedition, upon the assumed site of Sir 
James Ross’ pillar, which bad not been 
found, The Lrebus und Terror spent their 
first winter at Booch Island, after having 
ascended Wellington Channel to lat, 77 
degs. N., and returned by the west side of 
Corowallis' Island, On the 12th of Sep- 
tepber, 1846, they wero beset in Int. 70 05 
N., and long, 98 23 W. Sir J. Franklin 
died on the 11th of June, 1847, On the 
22nd of April, 1848, the ships were aban- 
doned five leagues to the N.N.W. of Point 
Victory, the survivors, 105 in number, land- 
ed hero under the command of Capt. Cro- 
zier.” This paper was dated April 25, 
1848, and upon the following day they in- 
tended to start for the Great Fish River.— 
The total loss by deaths in the expedition 
up to ths date was nine officers and fifteen 
men. A vast variety of clothing and stores 
of all sorts Jay strewed about, as if here eve- 
ry article was thrown away which could

information as might Jead us at once to 
the object of our search, 

I was accompanied by Mr, Peterson, our 
interpreter, and Alexander Thompson, quar- 
ter-master, We had with us two sledges 
draw by dogs.. On the 28th of February, 
when near Cape Victoria, wo had the good 
fortune to meet a small party of natives, 
and wore subsequently visited by about 45 
individuals, 

Four days we remained in communica- 
tion with them, obtaining many relics, and 
the information that several years ago a 
ship was crushed by tlie ice off the north 
shore, off King William’s Island, but thut 
her people landed safely, and went away 
to the Great Fish River, where they died, 
This tribe was well supplied with wood, 
obtained, they said, from # boat left by the 
white men on the Great River. 

We reached our vessel after 26 days’ 
absence, in good health, but somewhat re- 
duced by sharp marching and unusually 
severe weather to which we had been ex- 
posed. For several days after starting the 
mercury continued frozen. 

On the 2nd of April our long projected 
spring journeys were commenced. Lieut. 
Hobson accompanied me as far as Cape 
Victoria; each of us hada sledge drawn 
by four men, and an auxiliary one drawn 
by six dogs. This was all the force we 
could muster. 

Before separating we saw two Esquimaux 
families living upon the ice ju snow huts; 
from them we fearned that a second ship 
had been seen off King William’s Island. 
and that she drifted ashore in the fall ol 
the same year, From this ship they bad 
obtained a vast deal of wood aud iron, 

Tnow gave Licut. Ifobson directions to 
search for the wreck, and to follow up any 
traces he might find upon King William's 
Island, 

Accompanied by my own party and Mr. 
Peterson, I marched along the east shore of 
King William’s Island, occasionally passing 
deserted snow buts, but without meeting 
natives till the 8th cf May, when off Cape 
Norton, we arived at a snow village con- 
taining about 30 inhabitants, They gath- 
ered about us without the slightest appear- 
ance of fear or shyness, although none had 
ever seen living white people before. They 
were most willing to communicate all their 
knowledge and barter all their goods, but 
[weuld have stolen everything had they not 

een very closely watched. Many more 
relics of our countrymen were obtained ; we 
could not carry away all wo might have 
Pures They pointed to the inlet we 
had crossed the day before, and told us 
that ono day’s march up it, and thence four 
days overland, brought them to the wreck. 

Note of these people had been there 
since 1857-8, at which time they said but 
little remained, their countrymen Laving 
carried away almost everything. 

Most of our information was received 
from an intelligent old woman; the said it 
was on the fall of the year that the ship 
was forced ashoro ; many of tle white men 
dropped by the way na they went towards 
the Great River; but this was only known 
to them in the winter following, when their 
bodies were discovered. 

Thoy all assured us that wo would find 
natives upon the south shore, at the Great 
River, and some few at tho wreck; but, 
unfortunately, this was not the case. Only 
one family was met with off PointyBooth, 
and vone at Montreal Island, or any place 
subsequently visited. 

Point Ogle, Montreal Island, and Barrow 
Island, wore searched without finding any- 
thing except a few scraps of copper and 
iron in an Esquimaux hiding place. 

. Ro-crossing the Strait to King William's 
Tdlund, wo continued the examination of its 
southern shore, without success, until the 
24th of May, when, about ten tmilvs oast- 
ward of Capo Hersoholl, a bloached skelo- 
ton was found, around which lay fragments 
of European clothing. Upon carefully ro- 
moving tho snow, a small pocket-book was 
found containing a few letters, These, al- 
though much daesy eH may yet be deci- 
phered. Judging from the remains of his 
dress, this aiforitnela young man was a

Hobson a few days pre- 
viously, a8 his notice informed me, It ap- 
pears that this boat had been intended for

She measured 28 ft, in length, by 74 ft,
